Milk Caseine for Sizing Paper. 





Before the introduction of machinery for 
making paper, when each individual sheet was 
dipped by hand, animal size was almost exclu- 
sively employed. It was made from bones or 
gristle. When paper came to be made by ma- 
chinery, a resin and alumina soap was substi- 
tuted. This was a decided advantage for the 
manufacture on a large scale, but it often hap- 
pens that paper sized in this way does not resist 
the penetration of ink very well, and a recogni- 
tion of this fact has led, in recent times, to an 
increased inquiry for animal size on the better 
quality of paper. This paper is almost exclu- 
sively air dried, which takes time. 

Muth, of Carisruhe, has devised a method of 
making a machine paper of equally good quality 
and avoiding these disadvantages. 

Albuminoid substances possess the greatest 
resemblance to animal glue, hence the suppo- 
sition that they could be substituted for it. 
Egg and blood albumen are too expensive for 
use on a large scale, but the caseine of milk can 
be had in dairies in large quantities. It is but 
slightly soluble in pure water, but if the water 
is made slightly alkaline it dissolves, forming a 
milky liquid, and in this form can be used as a 
size. As the alkali employed is generally am- 
monia, the preparation is called ammonium- 
albumen. 

Its use in paper making is the same as that of 
glue, and it is adapted to surface sizing or may 
be introduced into the pulp and used with the 
resin soap. 

When employed for surface sizing, the sized 
paper is dried and then heated to 266° Fahr., at 
which temperature the albuminoids become to- 
tally insoluble, so that if t gets wet, 
and is then dried again, it as well 
as before it was wet.—Chem. Zeitung. 
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Improvement in Couching. 





The purpose of the device illustrated is an 
improvement in couching and to make the first 
press-rolls more effective than they usually are 
in operation, and to prevent the sheet from 
sticking to the press-rolls and breaking. It is 
intended, therefore, to dry the web more com- 
pletely before it passes to the first press, and 
thereby to obviate, to as great an extent as 
possible, the tendency to make ‘‘ broken.” 

In the illustration, Figure 1 is a diagram 
showing the rolls of the paper-making machine, 
the web of paper also being shown without its 
supporting felts. Fig. 2 is a side view of part 
of the machine, illustrating other features of 
the device. The ordinary couch rolls are shown 
at A A’ and the usual first press-rolls at BB’, 
the arrangement, as will be seen, being different 
from that ordinarily employed on the machine, 
the upper press-roll, B, being directly above 
the lower roll, and the upper couch-roll, A, but 
slightly in advance of the lower roll A’. 

Three couch-rolls are used instead of two, as 
usual, the extra roll A? being, by preference, 
of metal and of smaller diameter than the 
others, and being arranged in advance of the 
lower roll A’, the upper roll, A, being also ad- 
vanced, as shown, so that it has a bearing upon 
both of the lower rolls, A’ and A*. By this 
means the web of paper in passing between the 
couch-rolls is subjected to pressure first between 
the rolls A and A? and then between the rolls 
Aand A’. The first pressure serves to express 
the greater portion of the moisture from the 
web, and the second pressure between the felt- 
covered rolls A A’ effects the drying and com- 
pacting of the web to such an extent that it can 
be passed between the press-rolls without risk 
of being broken. 

An extra press-roll, B*, is arranged in the 
same relation to the rolls B B as the couch-roll 
A’ in respect to the rolls A A’, this roll serving 
to impart pressure to the web before it reaches 
the main rolls B B’, and thus cause a prelimi- 
nary hardening of the web before it reaches the 
rolls B B’, and lessen the risk of the web stick- 
ing to the upper roll, B, when it arrives at the 
point of discharge from between said rolls 
BB’. 

In Fig. 2 are shown the frame of the machine, 
the bearings of the various rolls, and the wire- 
cloth and felt which carry the web of the paper. 

D is the wire-cloth, on which the web of 
paper is formed, this wire-cloth passing over 4 
roller, a, thence between the couch rolls A A* 
and A A’, thence round ‘the latter roll A’, and 
over supporting rollers to the front end of the 
machine. From the wire-cloth D the web x 
passes to the conveyor-felt F, which runs over 
the usual carrier-rolls, b, and round tightening 
rolls f, and serves to carry the web « between 
the press-rolls. Each bearing of the upper- 
couch-roll, A, is carried by a pivoted arm, G, 
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connected by a rod, g, to a weighted lever, H, 
hung to the frame of the machine, and the bear- 
ing of the upper press-roll, B, is connected to a 
lever, h, from which a rod, i, extends to a com- 
pound lever, J J’. The bearings of lower couch- 
roll A? and lower press-roll B*, however, are 
acted upon by rods m, bearing upon (or they 
may be connected to) the short arms of the 
levers M, the long arms of which are weighted, 
so that the rolls A* and B? are pressed upward 
against the rolls Aand B. In order, however, 
that this upward pressure may have no ten- 
dency to counteract the weight on the upper 
rolls, or tend to raise the same from the rolls 
A’ B’, the fulcrum of the levers, M are upon 
nuts n, carried by the rods g i, so that that the 
effect of the weighted levers M is exerted equal- 
ly upon the rolls A A? or B B’, and the tendency 
is simply to pull these rolls together without in 
any way modifying the tendency of the other 
weighted levers to press the rolls A B upon the 
rolls A’ B’. While this arrangement is pre- 
ferred, however, it is not absolutely necessary, 
as the downward pull upon the upper 
roll, Aor B, may be so much in excess of the 
upward thrust upon the lower roll A’ or B2, that 
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the required pressure upon the roll A’ or B’ will 


be exerted. 
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Retree. 





Since our article in which retree was shown to 
be an important item for the consideration of 
contractors several correspondents have asked 
us to give the origin of this word. We cannot 
trace its existence farther back than during the 
reign of the Great Napoleon of France, prior to 
the Peninsular war. In the art of war there is 
little doubt that Napoleon Bonaparte was the 
greatest general of modern centuries. He de- 
sired that the soldiers in every regiment should 
be of uniform height, and also of uniform 
physical formation, so that each man should ap- 
pear equal to his fellow in the proportions of 
manhood. The words trier de soldats were first 
used, which meant ‘‘ Pick of the soldiers.” A 
subordinate officer first arranged those in line 
who, according to his judgment, were of equal 
height and physical proportions. Next, the 
colonel of the regiment inspected and further 
picked out those unsuitable for the crack regi- 
ments. Then Napoleon himself would pass down 
the lines, and further weed out those he con- 
sidered not quite up to the mark. The weeded 
men were called Retrié, but the French pronun- 
ciation allows of the Anglicized retree, as we 
now spell the word ; the absolute meaning being 
** thrice picked.” 

The word retree was considered by French 
commercial men suitable for several branches 
of trade, and its first use was in forming opinion 
upon the designers’ art or the best combination 
of colors, for which prizes were given at an 
early period in Paris. Red mixed with blue, for 
instance was a difficult task, unless the shades 
were harmonious, and the first inspector would 
cast out a few; a second inspector would cast 
out others, and the judges would decide upon 
the best design after the wheat had been sepa- 
rated from the chaff. The rejected designs 
were called retree, but were often, notwith- 
standing their rejection, accepted by the com- 
mercial world. 

We now come to that which affects the paper 
trade. The rag merchants of Paris had a wide- 
world celebrity at an early period. The paper 
merchants could not do without them. They 
were dependent upon rags. But rag pickers 
and rag merchants were two different fraterni- 


ties. The rag pickers wallowed in the mire and 
picked up anything in the way of fibrous 
matter. The rag merchants took, at a cer- 
tain price, the omnium gatherum; their 
subordinates sorted them and found a mar- 
ket for the material. The pure linen rag 
was a marketable commodity at any paper mill, 
and paper mills at that time existed that manu- 
factured none other than the finest paper, and 
would use none other than the finest rags. The 
conflict between the rag merchant and the pa- 
per maker was on the question, ‘‘ What are fine 
rags?” and a special class of men were ap- 
pointed to select the coarser from the finer ma- 
terial. This was called Trier de Chiffon, or as 
we may Anglicize, ‘‘trial of paper materials.” 
The French designation of their duties was given 
in the following words: ‘‘ Le séparer en differ- 
entes classes selon la beauté et la gnesse de toile.” 
Meaning in rough, English translation, ‘To 
separate rag materials into different classes in 
accordance with their beauty and fineness for | 
manufacture.” | 
In the days we refer to there were Roths- 
childs who have often been denominated “ Rag 


machines, &c., I could get no satisfaction from 
him. 

Next day I was escorted to a sort of cow- 
house, and told that that was the manufactory 
in question. I went down to the door, and sure 
enough the stupendous title was painted on it, 
and beneath ‘‘ Forbjuden ingong,” which means, 
**It is forbidden to go in.” 

It was a small moss-covered building, looking 
as if it had gradually sunk into the earth. The 
weight of years had something to do with this. 
A big mound rose just behind, and proved con- 
venient for the little though lankey square 
chimney. Its wavering proportions were shored 
up from the hillock with poles. I entered the 
** paper mill.” The door was hinged on to the 
joists with pieces of leather. Some black en- 
crusted tubs gave variety to the floor. A 
wooden press stood ina corner, It was carved, 
and initials and dates were graven on it. 

Meantime, a long, melancholy, doffed and 
bowing, dirty-looking men stood making obei- 
sance before me, whom I apprehended to be the 
proprietor. He signified his willingness to show 
me over the building, and placing one hand so 
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pickers.” They were not: as Jews, they had | as to keep aside his leather apron, he extracted |

capital, and paid the rag-pickers for their labor 
and made the best out of their purchase. The 
rags thus purchased were submitted to the 
paper makers, who, on their part, bad a 
** Trier de Chiffon,” and many were the con- 
flicts between the paper makers of France and 
the rag merchants as to the retrié passed back 
to them. Men such as Rothschilds knew how to 
dispose of the retrié, and when they found pa- 
per makers unwilling to purchase their colored 
rejected rags, they organized a system, and 
sometimes found the money, for paper to be 
manufactured from the French retrié. 

Enough, it may be said, on the origin of the 
English word retree. It is now well known and 
acknowledged in the trade. Paper makers 
make their own retree toa large extent. Fine 
papers are turned over sheet by sheet, and the 
finest qualities are divided into three parcels, 
only clean perfect sheets being passed for 
good paper. Those sheets which contain spots, 
or are otherwise imperfectly made, are sepa- 
rated from the well-authenticated sheets, and 
the broken make is called retree.— Paper Trade 
Revie w. 
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A Real Swedish Paper Mill. 





** A real Swedish mill, entirely and exclusive- 
ly a home production. No foreign machinery, 
no foreign workmen.” I determined to go and 
see this curiosity. 

It happened this way: Traveling through 
Sweden one summer | found myself at a dinner- 
table somewhere in the northern centre. Dur- 
ing discussion, a German gentleman with 
characteristic politeness and good taste, gave it 
as his opinion that Sweden, considered as an in- 
dustrial nation, was at least a hundred years be- 
hind any other civilized country. 

What Carlyle calls a ‘‘ leaden silence” ensued. 
Then commenced an ireful contention. Swedish 
resources were explained and demonstrated. 
One of the examples was the ‘‘ Aktiebolag Pap- 
persfabriks Ochbhidgen Fiskharneu,” a manu- 
factory of purely Swedish origin, near the falls 
of Balteberg, three English miles away. 

I privately questioned mine host about this 
magnificently-named factory, of which, curious- 
ly enough, I had never heard of before. He ap- 
peared somewhat absent-minded, and regarding 
the number of hands employed, the size of the

neem 


a greasy-looking box, which with a low bow he 
proffered tome. It was full of coarse black 
snuff. I did not appreciate the mixture. He» 
however, inserted a “ pinch,” I should, perhaps, 
more properly say, a handfull behind his jaw 
with vast apparent relish, and led the way into 
the other part of the building. 

A small Hollander, nearly square in shape 
was indicated by the proprietor, or more prop- 
erly the managing director, with much pride. 
It was driven by a rope from a little water- 
wheel. Nothing in the shape of pulp was inside, 
because, as my conductor explained, ‘“‘paper- 
making was not on to-day.” The rag-engine 
was full of water, so that I could not see the 
roll, and the paper-maker demonstrated some- 
what energetically the impossibility of taking 
the cover off. 

He seemed somewhat anxious and uneasy. 
Perhaps he thought I might discover some of 
his trade secrets, and establish an opposition fac- 
tory near hisown. He humbly and obsequious- 
ly, but doggedly refused to tell me what chem- 
icals he used. Neither would he show me 
where he boiled his stuff, nor his vat or mold. 

A piece of the manufactured article he dis- 
played, however, with a queer mixture of pride 
and timidity. The piece of paper was about a 
foot square ; a dirty brown in color, and nearly 
an eighth of aninch thick. He explained that 
in summer when the weather was hot, they. 
sometimes turned out as much as three hundred- 
weight—more than three hundred “‘ scolpens ”— 
ina week. He seemed to expect me to be over- 
whelmed with this information. 

He had never heard of bleaching powder, and 
didn’t think it would do in Sweden. 

As I made for the door I stumbled over a 
small heap of something soft, which my paper 
maker hastily covered up again. It was his 
raw material ; some bits of dirty linen. 

More linen than cotton clothing is consumed 
by the lower class of population in Sweden. 
The reason is that cotton has to be imported 
and is charged with a heavy duty ; while nearly 
every peasant in some districts grows his domes- 
tic flax, scutches and dresses it, spins, weaver 
and fashions his garments, all within his own 
household. The manufactured product is not 
very delicate in texture, nor beautiful in color. 
I tried some, in the form of a pocket handker- 
chief, but the result was rasping and unsatisfac- 
tory. The fabric is strong and lasts for years. 


As I came out of the manufactory, the pro- 
prietor doffed his cap and humbly preferred a 
request for some small gratuity. I gave him 
25 “‘ ore,” a small silver coin, worth threepence 
farthing. After a moment’s bewilderment, be 
hurriedly asked if I would like to see his paper. 
My generosity had fairly astonished him. I 
followed him round to the back of the building, 
and saw lying on the grass and hanging on 
lines some seventy or eighty ragged, unshapely 
sheets of paper, of the same character as that 
I had seen before. 

The paper maker appeared to reflect a mo- 
ment, then hastily grasped one of the sheets, 
rolled it up quickly and clasped my hand upon 
the treasure. I have the sheet now. 

I went away, leaving the strange being stand- 
ing at the door of his “ paper mill,” cap in 
hand, ducking and bowing. Theruddy sun was 
glowing behind the tall fig trees as I strode up 
the narrow path, crushing blue bibulous- looking 
wortleberries beneath my tread. I entered the 
forest, and the little paper mill of Bilteberg was

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Uses of Wire Rope. 





Two kinds of wire rope are manufactured. 
The most pliable variety contains nineteen 
wires in the strand, and is generally used for 
hoisting and running rope. The ropes with 
twelve wires and seven wires in the strand are 
stiffer, and are better adapted for standing rope, 
guys and rigging. Orders should state the use 
of the rope, and advice will be given. Ropes 
are made up to three inches in diameter, both of 
iron and steel, upon special application. 

For safe working load allow one-fifth to one- 
seventh of the ultimate strength, according to 
speed, so as to get good wear from the rope. 
When substituting wire rope for hemp rope, it 
is good economy to allow for the former the 


Wire rope is as pliable as new hemp rope of the 
same strength ; the former will therefore run 
over the same sized sheaves and pulleys as the 
latter. But the greater the diameter of the 
sheaves, pulleys or drums the longer wire rope 
will last. In the construction of machinery for 
wire rope it will be found good economy to make 
the drums and sheaves as large as possible. 

Experience bas demonstrated that the wear 
increases with the speed. It is therefore better 
to increase the load than the speed. 

Wire rope is manufactured either with a wire 
ora hemp centre. The latter is more pliable 
than the former, and will wear better where 
there is short bending. Orders should specify 
what kind of centre is wanted. 

Wire rope must not be coiled or uncoiled like 
hemp rope. When mounted on a reel, the latter 
should be mounted on a spindle or flat turn- 
table to pay off the rope. When forwarded in 
a small coil without reel, roll it over the ground 
like a wheel, and run off the rope in that way. 
All untwisting or kinking must be avoided. 

To preserve wire rope apply raw linseed oil 
with a piece of sheepskin, wool inside ; or mix 
the oil with equal parts of Spanish brown or 
lamp-black. 

To preserve wire rope under water or under 
ground take mineral or vegetable tar, add one 
bushel of fresh slacked lime to one barrel of tar, 
which will neutralize the acid, and boil it well 
then saturate the rope with the hot tar. To give 
the mixture body add some sawdust. 

In no case should galvanized rope be used 
for running rope. One day’s use scrapes off the 
coating of zinc, and rusting proceeds with twice 
the rapidity. 

The grooves of cast-iron pulleys and sheaves 
should be filled with well-seasoned blocks of 
hard wood set on end, to be renewed when worn 
out. This end wood will save wear and in- 
creased adhesion. The smaller pulleys and 
rollers which support the ropes on inclined 
planes should be constructed on the same plan. 
When large sheaves run with very great ve- 
locity, the grooves should be lined with leather, 
set on end, or with india-rubber. This is done 
in the case of all sheaves used in the transmis- 
sion of power between distant points by means 
of ropes, which frequently run at the rate of 
4,000 feet per minute. 

Steel ropes are, to a certain extent, taking the 
piace of iron ropes, where it is a special object 
to combine lightness with strength. 

But in substituting a steel rope for an iron 
running rope, the object in view should be to 
gain an increased wear from the rope rather 
than to reduce the size.—Ezy.

At many of 
the Holyoke mills the high water takes away 
no power, but gives much trouble by making 
dirty paper, for when the water is high it is 
also muddy, especially after the frost is out of 
the ground.

Should only asmall piece of paper be 
required for use, it can be detached from the 
sub-tablet or block, leaving the remainder of

ments are expected to have less effect than 
usual. 

The stock market is exceedingly dull and 
bearish in temper, and closed with a depressed 
feeling. The recent cut in the rates of freight 
by the trunk lines is held to be indicative of a 
dearth of business by the roads, and it has been 
used by the “ bears” to depress the stock mar- 
ket. 

Government bonds were firm and inactive. 
The market for railroad bonds was active and 
irregular. 

The market for sterling was dull and heavy, 
although the decline in wheat has not yet caused 


any free offering of commercial bills. We 
quote :

THE PAPER TRADE.—There is very little, 
if any, improvement to be seen in the condition 
of the paper trade for the past week, but the 
fine weather of the last few days has created a 
more cheerful feeling among business men gen- 
erally and more active markets are looked for. 
The dullness of trade is not confined to any 
particular section, but from nearly all parts 
of the country come reports of unfavor- 
able weather, bad roads and a generally 
sluggish and unsatisfactory trade. Although 
business is far from being encouraging, or 
even in as good shape as it was generally be- 
lieved at the beginning of the year it would be 
at this time, most of the tendencies are in the 
right direction. The course of shrinkage in the 
prices of paper is very generally thought to have 
found its level, and it is encouraging to know 
thata point has been reached where a gradual 
recuperation may be looked for with some re- 
action in prices which have fallen so abnormally 
low. Although there are still business failures 
to record each week, those of the past week in 
general trade were fewer in number than they 
bave been for several months, indicating that 
the weak concerns are being eliminated, and 
thus conveying a greater degree of confidence 
in the future. Although we hear of very low 
prices being made, quotations for almost every 
grade are on a very steady line, and, with one 
or two exceptions, are about the same as have 
ruled since the beginning of the year. A 
drop of kc. on No. 1 Manilla has been 
made by one of the leading makers. The 
manufacturers of Straw Wrappings had a very 
secret meeting on Tuesday at Albany, the ob- 
ject of which, it is said, was to take some action 
to meet the advance in the price of straw, for 
which they claim to be paying $10@12 per ton. 
They declared an advance in heavy-weight pa- 
per of 15c, per 100 lbs,, soit is reported, but in 
view of the stocks in the market, it 1s doubtful 
if they will be able to sustain this advance. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The Jute Butt market has 
been extremely dull during the past week, with 
only a jobbing demand for Paper Butts at 2c 
The sales have not exceeded 1,000 bales. The 
E. A. Killam arrived here with 2,500 bales, of 
which 1,000 bales are added to the stock, and the 
Grassendale came in on Tuesday with 1,593 


bales, 1,000 bales of which were sold to consum- | 


ers prior to arrival. No sales of Spinning 
Butts are reported. Prices range from 2%@2e. 
for Bagging, and 2)¢@2%¢c. for paper quality. 


WOOD PULP.—There is nothing of interest | 
| attaching to this market, manufacturers contin- 
| uing free to offer and prices generally favoring 


the consumer, Spruce Ground Wood Pulp of 
ordinary quality is still to be had at 2\@ 
2c., and Poplar at 154@2\<c., with a little 
higher asked occasionally for special makes. 
The range of price quoted for Norwegian Pulp 
is still 1.85@2c., with very few sales reported of 
any size. 

WOOD FIBRE.—Manufacturers of Chemical 
Wood Fibre still have a surplus of stock to offer, 
and, owing to the sharp competition for trade, 
small concessions from recent quotations are 
frequently made. Bleached is quoted quite gen- 
erally at 4}4@4/c., according to quality and 
quantity, the outside figure for car-load lots. 
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There is no change to note in Unbleached, 
which is nominally steady at 34¢@3%c. for or- 
dinary makes, with only a moderate demand. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 

There has been no increase in the volume of 
business to report for the past week, and the 
market is devoid of any new or interesting 
feature. The new business transpiring is of in- 
significant proportions, the purchases of manu- 
facturers still being conducted on the hand-to- 
mouth principle, giving very much a retail char 
acter to the demand, consumers generally buy- 
ing to supply immediate wants, and only occa- 
sionally an inquiry develops the views of dealers 
and consumers for any large parcels. Advices 
from the principal European markets indicate 
no perceptible change in values, and here prices 
are quoted nominally about the same as a week 
ugo. The main inquiry is still confined to the 
low and medium grades of Cottons, with a 
small demand for Linens of the same grades, 
but there are scarcely any offers at all for the 
fine grades of either Linens or Cottons, except 
at figures which importers will give no consid- 
eration to. Among the sales reported this week 
was 4 moderate quantity of London Seconds at 
2i¢c. and German Extra Fine Blue Cottons at 
234c. The arrivals during the past week ag- 
gregate 2,625 bales and bags, embracing 1,838 
bales Rags, 20 bales Old Papers, —— bales Wood 
Pulp, and 767 bales Manillas. 
DOMESTIC RAGS.—The orders in packers 
and dealers’ hands for the past week have been 
very light, but notwithstanding sellers have 
been disposed to offer their stock more freely in 
view of the opening of navigation and the cut 
in railway freights from the West, prices as yet 
are quoted just about the same as for several 
weeks past, but the tendency is to a decline un- 
der larger receipts which will come into the 
market next month. No. 1 City Whites range 
from 4 5-16c. to 4}¢c., according to the packing, 
most of the sales at 4%¢c.; No. 2 do. at 2%@ 
2}¢c., and Seconds from 1c. to 1%c., very good 
lots offering at 1}¢c. 


BAGGING, &c.—The movement in Gunny 
Bagging, Manilla Rope and Jute stocks gener- 
ally has been very light for the past week. 
Some small jobbing sales of No. 1 Manchester 
Bagging have been made at 2}<c., but it is quite 
difficult to get an offer of 2c. for a good-sized 
parcel, and it is claimed to cost fully this figure 
to land it here. London Gunny has sold to a 
small extent at 1.70c., but 15¢c. would be ac- 
cepted for an order of some size. Manilla Rope 
is very dull at 34,@3 3-16c., and Domestic finds 
few buyers at more than 314 @3 5-16., according 
to condition. Jute Rope is very slow to move, 
and is nominal at 2)¢c., while Threads will 
barely realize 25-16c., except for some very 
small parcels. 


OLD PAPERS.—Nothing has occurred during 
the past week to change the dull tone and lack 
of spirit in the market for Waste Papers. The 
supply has not diminished to any extent, and 
prices are easy throughout for every grade. We 
quote: Solid Book Stock, 2}4@2i/c.; No. 1 
Hard White Shavings at 3%c.; No. 1 Soft 
White do. at 34@3\¢c.; Mixed do., 2%c.;

For Caustic Soda free 
offerings of 70 per cent. have resulted in lower 
figures, sales having been made at 3@3\<ce. as to 
quantity and location. Sal Soda is slow of sale 
and in some supply again, a few small parcels 
having come in. The priceis steady, however. 
From store we hear of small sales at 1}¢c. New- 
castle Ash at 48 per cent. bas been arriving dur- 
ing the week, and with only a light inquiry 
prices are in buyers’ favor. There are offers to 
sell from dock at 1.55c.

COAL.—There is a continued quiet market 
for Anthracite coal. At the new quotations, 
however, the feeling is very steady, as prices 
will very probably be maintained by the con- 
tinuance of the lessened production during 
April. Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: 
‘* Anthracite opening prices have been made. 
At the present time there does not seem to be 
much doing under these new prices, and orders 
are not coming in very freely. The rates ap- 
pear to have been discounted and the buyer 
therefore does not care to buy at the present 
rates. We hear of sales that are no better than 
the net price list, say $3.60@3.65 for Egg, and 
$4@4.05 for Stove f.o. b. Of course, if there 
were a solid determination to restrict the product 
to the necessities of the market, or somewhat 
below that point, and the programme mapped 
out and made public, it might have a beneficial 
effect, and tend to a stronger state of trade 
than at present prevails. When other markets 
open it is expected that the condition of affairs 
will show an improvement. Lehigh coals start 
pretty high on the Grate and Egg sizes. Bitu- 
minous coals are being sold at very irregular 
prices if the current reports are based upon 
facts, and at least a proportion of them seem to 
be.” Scranton at Hoboken is quoted at $3.80 
for Broken and Egg; $4.15 for Stove and $4 
for Chestnut. Philadelphia and Reading Com- 
pany at Elizabethport, N. J., quotes Broken 


and Egg, $4.10; Stove, $4.15, and Chestnut, $4.

offer here a few remarks. 

This is deposited as a pulverent body; 
under certain conditions, chiefly of 
the part of the engineer in charge, 
hard scale similar to that we have been consid 
ering, but by proper attention a great deal of 
it may be got rid of by blowing down, or 
emptying the boiler to the extent of a few 
inches day by day, by the scum cock, while it 
floats near the surface, or by the blow-off cock 
when it has settled at the bottom. If, however, 
this floury deposit is allowed to accumulate and 
thicken the water, it will produce priming, 
which may be described as ‘‘ boiling over,” the 
same process which is apt to take place in boil- 
ing asaucepan of milk or of water thickened 
with flour. 
into the machinery, and may knock off the 
cover of a cylinder or blow out the bottom of it. 
The second great danger which it involves is, 
that lying in a mass upon the furnace plates, it 
may prevent the steam from rising, and thus 
the water being lifted on the top of the deposit 
by the steam held beneath it, the furnace is left 
without protection, and is liable to be over- 
heated and to collapse by the pressure of the 
steam. 

However, these particular dangers may be 
averted, as already indicated, by due care, with- 
out which no scientific appliance is of any avail; 
and. touching this point, I may quote Mr. Mi- 
chael Reynolds, the author of several excellent 
engineering works. After inculcating care in va- 
rious ways, he says, in his practical and signifi- 
cant style: ‘‘ Any boiler can be made sensitive 
and hard tomanage. Fireit on no system, feed it 
with water just asthe lead plug is in danger, 
and fill itto the whistle ; and your boiler will 
one day give a big kick.” Many a big kick, it 
may be added, has been occasioned by want of 
ordinary attention to well-known rules. 

The difficult problems that corrosion and 
scale have presented to engineers and chemists 
are evinced in the number of patents that bave 
been taken out for chemical compounds to 
solve them. Hundreds of these compositions 
have been put into the market, and the number 
is still increasing ; a proof, perhaps, that no 
panacea has been discovered ; although many 
preparations are still in use by different 
engineers. These compounds have in truth 
become so numerous, that every new one is 
looked upon as another nostrum, and perhaps 
by the majority of interested persons it is not 
credited even with the virtues it may really

J. A. Rowe, an able engineer and ‘ offi- 
cer of the Board of Trade, observes with

boiler. The majority of them have 
passed into oblivion, and those that survive 
seem doomed.” 

The superintendent engineer of a Bristol com- 
pany told me of an instance in which, after 
careful trial, he had adopted a compound which 
was strongly recommended. It was used in the 
boiler of a ship on a voyage to America, and it 
answered its purpose admirably; but, on the 
return voyage, the engineer in charge put too 
much of the fluid into the boiler, and the feed-pipe 
was consequently stopped. The openings into 
the water-guages being also stopped, they con- 
tinued to indicate a sufficiency of water until it 
had fallen to the level of the furnace crowns. 
The consequence was, the furnaces burned and 
collapsed, and the ship was seriously disabled 
on the high seas. 

Some compounds cure one part of the evil, 
and do not touch others, while some again are 
extremely dangerous to use in a boiler under 
steam pressure.

that ‘‘the actual waste of zinc is much greater 
than that due to the protection of the boiler ; 
and it becomes important to ascertain whether 
that waste cannot be avoided.” 

With great care, however, this system was 
found to prevail against the inroads of corro- 
sion ; and herein 
though it still left the question of incrustation 
by lime-scale comparatively untouched. I[n- 
deed, it is stated that the scale which formed in 
some of the boilers in which slabs or plates were 
used became ‘‘ harder and more adherent,” and 
it was therefore suggested that the zinc should 
be periodicallly removed altogether, for a lim- 
ited time, in order that a slight corrosion form- 
ing under the scale might enable it to be sepa- 
rated more readily from the iron.
